ELEVEN MISSING 


| Explosion Wrecks Engine Room 
of Norwegian Oil Tank Steam- 
er at New York

S. S. Glengyle and $.S. St. Oswald

London, Jan, 3—-The Briti#h steam- 
ship Glengyle has been sunk. She 
had on board about 120 persons, pus- 
sengers and crew.
